An  Act  further  to  amend  the  Wakf  Act,  1954,  in  its 
application  to  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislature  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu 
in  the  Thirty-third  Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  fol- 
lows:— 

1.  (1)  This  Act  may  be  called  the  Wakf  (Tamil  Nadu 

Amendment)  Act,  1982.  1 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Tamil 
Nadu. 

2.  After  section  59  of  the  Wakf  Act,  1954  (Central  Act  29 
of  1954),  the  following  sections  shall  be  inserted,  namely 


“59-A.  Properties  and  funds  of  wakfs  not  to  vest  under 
the  law  of  limitation  after  the  14 th  August  1947  and  suits 
not  tarred.— -Nothing  contained  in  any  law  of  limitation 
for  the  time  being  in  force — * / 

(i)  shall  be  deemed  to  vest  or  ever  to  have  vested 
in  any  person  the  property  of  funds  or  any  wakf . which 
had  not  vested  in  such  person  or  his  predecessor-in-title 
on  or  before  the  14th  August  1947; 

(ii)  shall  be  deemed  to  bar  or  ever  to  have  barred 
any  suit  or  proceeding  for  the  recovery  of  any  such  pro- 
perty or  funds. 

59-B.  Extension  of  period  of  limitation  for  suits  to  recover 
rent  and  mesne  profits  of  wak/y.— Notwithstanding  any- 
thing to  the  contrary  contained  in  the  Limitation  Act,  1963 
(Central  Act  36  of  1963)  the  period  of  limitation  in  respect 
ot  any  suit  or  proceeding  for  the  recovery  of  rent  or  mesne 
profits  in  respect  of  the  property  of  any  wakf  shall  be 
twelve  years.**.

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3.  Notwithstanding  anything  to  the  contrary  contained  Restoration 
in  the  Limitation  Act,  1963  (Central  Act  36  of  1963)  or  of  suits 

in  any  other  law  for  the  time  being  in  force,  where  any  suit  and  pro- 
or  proceeding  for  the  recovery  of  the  property  or  funds  ceedings* 
of  any  wakf  or  for  the  recovery  of  rent  or  mesne  profits 
in  respect  of  the  property  of  any  wakf  has  been  dismissed 
on  or  before  the  date  of  the  publication  of  this  Act  in  the 
Tamil  Nadu  Government  Gazette , by  any  court  or  other 
authority  and  if  such  suit  or  proceeding  would  not  have 
been  dismissed  if  section  2 of  this  Act  had  been  in  ib~ce 
at  the  relevant  time,  such  court  or  other  authority  shall, 
on  an  application  made  within  six  months  from  the  date 
of  the  publication  of  this  Act  in  the  Tamil  Nadu  Govern-

The  following  Act  of  the  Tamil  Nadu  Legislative  Assembly  received  the  assent  of  the 
President  on  the  4th  July  2003  and  is  hereby  published  for  general  information: — 

ACT  No.  27  OF  2003. 

An  Act  to  amend  the  Wakf  Act,  1995  in  its  application  to  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu. 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Legislative  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu  in  the  Fifty-fourth 
Year  of  the  Republic  of  India  as  follows: — 

1.  ( 1 ) This  Act  may  be  called  the  Wakf  (Tamil  Nadu  Amendment)  Act,  2003.  Short  title, 

extent  and 

(2)  It  extends  to  the  whole  of  the  State  of  Tamil  Nadu.  commence- 

_ ^ i me-nt. 

(3)  It  shall  come  into  force  on  such  date  as  the  State  Government  may,  by 
notification,  appoint. 

2.  In  the  Wakf  Act,  1995,  section  16  shall  be  renumbered  as  sub-section  (1)  of  that  Amendment 
section  and  after  sub-section  (1)  as  so  renumbered,  the  following  sub-section  shall  be  section 
added,  namely:- 

“(2)  A Mutawalli  shall  be  disqualified — 

(a)  for  being  elected  as  a member  of  the  Board  if,  at  the  last  date  for  filing  of 
nomination  or  at  the  date  of  election,  or 

( b ) for  continuing  as  a member  of  the  Board  if, 
he  is  in  arrears  of— 

(i)  any  due  to  the  Central  Government  or  State  Government  or  Central 

Wakf  Council,  or 

• (ii)  contribution  under  sub-section  (1)  of  section  72, 

exceeding  a year  from  the  date  on  which  such  due  or  contribution  become  payable.1'.
